Little Rock, Dec. 3 —CUP)— A 


charge that Central college here is 
insolvent brought a denial 
today 


from college officials. 


The allegation 
was made in a 


complaint filed in Faulkner chan- 
cery court by the city of Conway 
and the Conway corporation. The 
action 
would 
enjoin the 
college 


from disposing of its land in Con- 
way where the 
school 
formerly 
operated as a junior college for 
"iris. 
Vice President F. E. Goodbar of 
the college said the last audiit in 
'July showed assets totaling $400,000 
above liabilities. 


The complaint also asked 


mcnt of .1145,000 to settle a 
claim. 


It staled that the money was ad- 


vanced to the college which used 
it to pay off unsecured 
claims 


against the land. The plaintiffs also 
contended that the 
college pro- 


mised not to dispose of the land 
or to move the college from Con- 
way. It asked for a receivership 
and termed the College "insolvent.' 


"We already have promised to 


'make a satisfactory settlement of 
the ¥45,000 claim before we dispose 
of the property," 
Goodbar 
said.

Vast patches of scorched earth 
scarred the gulf coastal region 
Saturday as firefighters scanned 
the skies for rain that would snuf: 
lundrcds of forest fires. 


Scrub thickets and lush timber 
ands were in the paths of blazes^ 
in Mississippi and Alabama, where 
in some areas wild game fled for 
safety and householders labored to 
keep the fire from their doors.

In: Mississippi, the state forestry 


commission reported more than 167 
blazes in the state's 46 protected 
countries. In the rich delta the 
situation was reported out of hand, 
with fires "too numerous to count." 
State Forester Albert Legget esti- 
mated almost 90,000 acres had been 
blackened in the protected count- 
ies and more than 1,000,000 acres 
in the 36 unprotected counties. The
